“THE REQUEST OF THE WOOLEN 
GOODS MAKERS. 


: A DECISION WHICH SECRETARY WINDOM 


HAS NOT MADE—THE UNFILLED 

NEW-YORK OFFICES. , 
WASHINGTON, April 8.—No decision has yet 
been reached by Seoretary of the Treasury 
Windom as to how he will. act upon the request 
of the woolen goods manufacturers, that 
worsted goods may be so classified that they 
shall pay as high customs duties as woolen 
jabrics. It is quite possible that no for- 
mal decision will be made at. all 
None ever has been made by the 
Treasury Department on that point, the 
present Classification having been originally 
made by one of the Collectors of Customs. It 
is within the power of a Collector tomake just 
_ buch a classitication of worsteds as the woolen 
manufacturers are seeking, and after the new 
Administration has got into working order, at 
the New York Custom Fonse, for example, 
Collector Erhardt might change the present 
classification when the oppertunity offered. 
There have been intimations recently that 
this might be the outeome of the agitation 
started by the manufacturers, but it is declared 
at the Treasury Department that no suggestion 
of such a thing has been made there, verbally 
or otherwise. It is also stated that no hint 
has been given that a decision might be ob- 


tained if some specific ease of importa- 
tion of worsteds was presented to 
the departments for a_ ruling. The lat- 
ter course is not likely te be adopt- 
ed, however, for the worsted importers are 
opposed to the change wanted by the woolen 
manufacturers, and they are not expected to 
help make up acase to obtain a decision they 
do not want. The suggestion that some Cel- 
lector friendly to the manufaeturers shall 
change the classification arbitrarily, 80 as to 
compel the consumers of wersteds to pay 
an increased price on foreign and domes- 
tic worsteds, is interesting as indicating the 
eagerness of the Americau manufacturers to re- 
alize a profit upon the investments of cash they 
made last Fall to insure Harrison’s election. It 
also betrays an overweéning confidence in the 
disposition of the next Congress to increase the 
taxes which the consumers of the country have 
been are over and over again that they do

In 
that document he appears as one of a number 
of persons associated to **make efforts’ to 
seeure from Congress a land grant for a South- 
ern Pacific Ratiroad. R. C. Parsons, agent for

J. J. Newell, made a contract with M. O, Rob- 
erta, agreeing to pass the hill through the 
House, and afterward to plaee Roberts at 
the heaa of the organization, and for 
tais Roberts agreed to place in Parsons’s hands 
for distribution $1,000,000 in the tirst mortgage 
land bonds. Parsons was represented as claim- 
ing that he had contracted to pay out to difter- 
ent members of Congress the entire amount of 
$1,000,000 on the bond, less 10 per centum 
whieh he claimed for doing the business.

MANY VESSELS WRECKED AND LIVES 
LOST IN THE STORM. 

NORFOLK, April 8.—The storm which began 
here Saturday night at 10 o’clock, and which 
reached a velocity of 54 miles an hour, continued 
asa strong gale during yesterday and last night, 
This afternoon it cleared away, and the wer- 
chants began estimating their losses outside of 
the fire which occurred Saturday night. The 
luss to the wholesale grocers and tobaceonists 
from the high tide will reach $150,000, against 
which there is no insurance.

.. TO, PROTEOT OCANADIAN FISH. 

Ottawa, April 8.—In the House of Commons 
to-day Gen. Laurie, M. P., of Shelburne, N. S., 
in moving for certain papers urged the Domin- 
jon Government to adopt legislation to prevent 
French fishermen from placing their fish in 
bond in Canadiaag ports for the purpose of sub- 
sequent exportation. This privilege has been 
enjoyed by the crews from the French islands 
for the last half century. Gen. Laurie present- 
ed a petition from 5,000 Nova Scotia tishermen, 
who represented that French bounty tish landed 
‘at Halifax and other points and cured in bonded 
warehouses was crowding the Canadian product 
out of the foreign markets. 

In Newfoundland the Bait bill practically ex- 
cludes foreigners froin enjoying ordinary priv- 
jleges. Gen. Laurie said that if the national 
policy of protection meant anything it meant 
proteetion for Canadian tishermen. In courclu- 
sion he referred to the stringent regulations in 
vogue in the United States preventing foreign- 
ers from curing their fish in American ports for 
subsequent export.

REPORT THAT HE IS GOING TO ENG- 

LAND—TRE TRIAL TO BEGIN BEFORE 


THE FRENCH SENATE FRIDAY. 

Paris, April 8.—The Mot @’Urdre says that 
the Belgian authorities have given notice to 
Gen. Boulanger to leavé Beigium, and that he 
will go to Brighton, England, to-morrow. Gen. 
Boulanger, however, has telegraphed from 
Brussels that this report is untrue, 

The Senate will hold its first session as a 
tribunal for the trial of Gen. Boulanger Friday 
next. In the Senate to-day, M. Buffet moved 
that the procedure of the Senate asa court be 
regulated by !aw before the trialis begun.

STANLEY’S EXPERIENCES. 

Lonbos, April 8.—Henry M, Stanley’s letter 
to the Royal Geographical Society was read at 
the meeting of that body this evening. It con- 
sists mainly ofa repatition of what has already 
been published. He describes at length the 
Various devices by which the natives endeav- 
ored to prevent the advance of the expedition. 
One'of these was to dig shallow pits across the 
path of the column and fill them with skewers, 
which were deftly covered witn leaves. The 
skewers pierced ‘the feet of Stanley’s men, in- 
flicting wounds that in many cases developed 
into gangrenous sores. The men who were 
ljamed in this manner were seldom of further 
service. 

Mr. Stanley calls the natives “ cunning 
rogues,” and says that, forthe purpose of ex- 
tortion, they always pretended that the country 
was suffering from afamine. The ‘* friendlies,” 
he says, withheld information, but the natives 
who were captured by the expedition imparted 
all they knew. Mr. Stanley believes that the 


lake he discovered in 1876 belongs to the 
Congo, 


HOME RULE IN SCOTLAND. 
LONDON, April 8.—In the House of Commons 
to-night the Lord Advocate introduced a bill 
providing for local government in Scotland. 
The bill creates county councils, the members 
of which are to be elected by the householders. 
All boroughs with a population of less than 


7,000 will be merged into counties; the others 
will be self-governed. The powers of the coun- 
cils extend to private-bill legislation. The right 
of legislating-on private bills has hitherto been 
vested in Parliament: The measure is, there- 
fore, a step in the direction of homerule. The 
functions of the councils are otherwise similar 
to those of thé English counells.

SPEAKER HUDSPETH EXPLAINS HOW THE 


RAILROAD BILL WENT THROUGH 

TRENTON, N. J., April 8.—The sensation of the 
night.in the House was the speech of Speaker 
Hudspeth, explaining his. action regarding the 
passage of the Railroad Corporation act. He 
said that Mr. Goble called his attention to the 
bill, asking ifit were on the calendar.

Mr. Riker ani Mr. Marsh denied having voted 
for the bill. The former said tnat the record 
was defective and from it he was certain the 
bill had not passed, Mr. Marsh said: Mr. Goble 
had misled him by saying it was a vote simply 
upon amendments to the billand not upon the 
bill itself. 

Mr. Harris corroborated the statement of the 
Speaker regarding the motion to suspend the 
rules, Mr. Voorhees said the whole affair was 
simply caused by a desire on the part of the 
Speaker to accommodate the members and to 
expedite business. He was unfortunate in the 
language used in putting the question and 
misled the members, who supposed they were 
voting on the amendments alone. 

It is understood that a substitute for the bill 
will be offered,jas Gov. Green will not permit 
this one to become a law. 

The. passage of the act dividing Hudson 
County and creating Hamilton County out of 
Hoboken and the nortkern part thereof cuts 
down one-third the fees of the present Hudson 
County officials. To-night Mr. Feeny made a 
desperate effort to recall the bil) from the Sen- 
ate for the purpose of amendment, as he saia. 
Norton and Francois, Demoerats, and all the 
Republicans present’ voted with him, but he 
was one vote short and the new county aet still 
has the best prospects of beeoming a law.

GOING TO BERLIN. 


COMMISSIONER KASSON AND GHIS ASSO- 
CIATES WILL SAIL ON SATURDAY. 
Ex-Minister Jolin A. Kasson, one of the 

Commissioners appointed by President Har- 

rison to confer with representatives of the 

British ana German Governments in regard 

to the Samoan situation, arrived in this city

*“T[ do not wish to express any vpinion in re- 
gard to the stand taken by the United States at 
present,” said Mr. Kesson lastevening. ‘‘We 
all wish to enter the conference as free as pos- 
sible from any utterances upon the subject 
which we will have to. consider. f 

“The condition of affairs in Samoa at pres- 
ent, I understand, 1s peaeeful. The main ques- 





‘tiou which we will be eonfronted with in the 


.conference will be the decision upon some mode 
of protecting the rights of :foreigners at Samoa, 
without in any way interfering with native.in- 
dependence, It will be our general aim to 
secure good order at Samoa and to maintain the 
principle ef the equal rights of the powers in- 
terested there.” 

Commissioner Kasson said when asked if he 
thought the destruction of the vessels at Samea 
would huve any effect upon the negotiations 
about totake place thathe thought it would. 
There would, in all probability, be a more 
strenuous effort made to reach such a settle- 
ment as would make needless the maintenance 
of an armed force at the islands. 





SENATOR FARWELL’S CANDIDATES. 

CHICAGO, April 8.—It is currently reported to- 
night that despite the snubs the Illinois Sen- 
ators have received from the Admunistration 
Senator Farwell is going to try it again, and to- 
day forwarded to the President the name of Col. 
James A. Sexton asachoice for Postmaster of 


Chicago, and indorsed ‘the application of one 
Chrismamer for the Collectorship of Internal 
Revenue. 

Senator Farwell came here from Washington 
to sit in judgment upon the candidates for 
Postmaster. He has listened to them all, and it 
is believed has. tinally decided in favor of Col.

A CORRUPT BOARD OF PARDONS.

AILS PURPOSE ONCE 

MORB THWARTED. 

THE EFFORT TO OVERTHROW COM- 
MITTEEMAN HERRICK IN WATER- 


VLIET MEETS WITH DISASTER. 

ALBANY, April 8.—The little town of Water- 
vliet has to-day been the scene of a hot ant 
most interesting political battle. Watervliet is 
in Albany County, ahalf mile from the State 
capital. The interest in the fight was 
by no means local, for it was practically 
@ struggle for supremacy between Ed- 
ward Murphy, Chairman of the Demo- 
cratic State Committee, and D. Cady 
Herrick, another member of the same commit- 
tee, whois the political leader of Albany Coun- 
ty, and three years ago eontested with Mr. 
Murphy tor the Chairmanship. No love has 
been lost between these gentlemen for some 
time, Murphy, at the instigation of Gov. Hill, 
having moved heaven ard earth to oust 


Mr. Herrick from the committee. The storm 
proke to-day, and Murphy has been ignomin- 
ously defeated, his candidates having been 
snowed under by a majority which is estimated 
to-night at from 800 to 1,000. 

The rival Democratic leaders each had a 
ticket in the field, in addition to that offered by 
the Republicans. The contest was centred iv 
the Police Justiceship, Patrick Grogan beina 
the standard bearer for the Herrick faction and 
Eugene McLean for Murphy. At one time 
during the day it looked as if 
there might be a serious coilision be- 
tween the contending parties. Early in 
the day 125 Murphy heelers from Troy eame 
across the river to Watervliet, 20 of whom 
were recognized by the keeper of the Albany 
Penitentiary as having been at some time under 
his paternal care. These blacklegs were in- 
structed to keep guard over the pulls, to do all 
the repeating possible, and when the polls 
were closed at 6:30 to rush in and, if possiple, 
get possession of [he ballot boxes. 

Fortunately this rascally scheme was dis- 
covered in time for it to be succesfully frus- 
trated. The Albany poliee were informed of 
the impending trouble, and 23 special officers 
were sworn in and dispatched to the battle 
ground. The officers formed a cordan about the 
— and prevented any serieus outbreak, The 

urphy men from Troy came over with red 
badges, significant of a desire for niood, pinned 
on their lapels. The anti-Murphy an Hilt 
Democrats pinned their colers, blue, to their 
coats, and in a number of instances the Troians 
bam their bloodthirsty desires more than satis- 
ted. 
Ex-Mayor Murphy leaves for the West to- 
night, feeling grievously disappointed over his 
defeat. Gov. Hillis also exceedingly angry, 
for he realizes that Democratic politicians all 
over the State have been watching his seheme 
to destroy Mr. Herrick, and that they will come 
to the conclusion that the Albany leader is too 
strongly intrenched to be ousted for another 
year. 

This 18 not the first time that Mr. Herrick has 
outgeneraled the Governor and his Trojanallies. 
The most laughable part of the contest yet re- 
mains to be told. It relates to the one-hundred- 
thousand-dollar job to bottom out the canals 
which the Governor’s friends rushed through 
the Legislature with such precipitate speed on 
Friday, holding back the session in both houses 
an hourtodoso. The Governor could not get 
the bill before him too quickly to sign, and it 
is said nearly broke his pen in affixing his sig- 
nature. It was expected that Superintendent 
Shanahan would put none but Hill-Murphy 
men on guard in order to defeat the Herrick 
forces in to-day’s skirmish, but, to the econster- 
nation and disgust of the Governor, Mr. Shan- 
ahan took eare of the Herrick to the exclusion 
of the Hill-Murphy troops.

CHICAGO ELEOTION. 


A SCHEME TO ANNUL IT ON 


NICAL GROUND. 

CuicaGo, April 8.—An evening paper which, 
in the late election, supported Mr. Cregiecr for 
the Mayoralty, says to-night that Mr. Cregier’s 
right to hold the office will probably be con: 
tested, on the ground that. the election 
should not have been held until the 
third Tuesday in April, instead of on 
the first. The alleged tillegality of the 
election is based on a deeision of. the Supreme 
Court, rendered last Friday, declaring that cer- 
tain outlying suburbs have been a part of the 
south and west towns, which, with the north 


town, constitute the city of Chicago, since 
Nov. 17, 1887. <According to this de- 
cision all of the south and west side 
towns do not lie inside of the city limits., The 
statute governing elections says that when all 
of a town does not lie within the corporate 
limits of acity then the city election shall be 
held on the third Tuesday in April. 

Tne vote shows plainly enough who would bea 
elected if the eleetion should be held again, be- 
cause these new additions to the south aud 
west towns are not strong enough ww 
ehange the result in any office. 1g 
is asserted, however, that since the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court, and until these 
new additions to the city become a part of the 
city by annexAtion, and by the extending of tne 
eity limits so as to embrace them, the city elec- 
tions will have to be heid on the third Tuesday 
in April : 

Very little weight is given to this intimation 
of acontest by those in a position to knuw 
Mayor Roche’s intentions on this or any other 
subject, but it ls admitted that a contest on 
this or any other seheme which would 
embarrass the Republican leaders now 
on top would be a pleasant enterprise fer 
Geerge R. Davis and George Swilt, the bosses 
of the broken macnine. Davis had his eye ou 
Senator Farwell’s seat in Congress, and had he 
earried his tieket through in the municipal elec- 
tien he would have been in a position to fighs 
for the Senatorship two years hence. 

It can be easily understood how willingly the 
defeated bosses would lend themselves to sny 
scheme obnoxious to Senator Farwell. To bur- 
den the Republican Party in Chicago, at the 
head of which Senator Farwell stands, with the 
monstrous absurdity of contesting an election 
where the successful candidate had nearly 
twelve thousand majority, wou!d be sweet re 
venge for them.

THE CONTINENTAL LIFE. 

HARTFORD, Conn., April 8.—It 18 not probabls 
that the courts will grant another extension of 
time for ftlling claims against the Continental 
Life Insurance Company, which has been in the 
‘ hands of receivers for 18 months. Any effort to 
extend the time beyond June will be opposed by 
ex-Congressman Buck and his assoeiate re- 
ceiver, Lieut.-Gov. L. A. Cooke. The principal 
asset owned by the company is the stock of the 
Utica Cement Company, the works of which are 
situated at La Sallie, LL The company con- 
trolled 15,000 shares, the par vaiue being 
$375,000. This stock was appraised at 75 cents 
on the dollar, and will doubtless net a much 
larger sum. The Continental also owned stock 
in the Standard Cement Company to the extent 
of $200,000 par value. 

It 18 not considered probable by Mr. Buck 
that $50,000 will be realized from this steck. 
The sum of $15,600 has been collected from the 
$170,000 in stock notes which were found in 
the Continental’s vault when the reeeivers 
gained possession. AS an asset these stock 
notes do not promise a bonanza to the poliey 
holders. The real estate owned by the company 
18 being dispesed of asrapidly as possible.

THERE WILL BE A COTILLION—RELIEF

There is a most remarkable approach to 
unanimity in the Senate as to the fitness of 
Mr. THOMPSON, ex-Assistant Secretary of 
the Treasury, for the Democratic place in 
the Civil Service Commission, and there is 
mo doubt of the extreme need of an early 
appointment. Our Washington dispatches 
state that fifty-five of the seventy-six Sen- 
ators have indorsed Mr. THOMPSON, and a 
considerable number of Representatives as 
well. The only known reason for not ap- 
peinting him is the opposition of ex-Com- 
missioner EDGERTON, who is said to bea 
personal friend. of Mr. HarrISON and a 
former client of Mr. HarRison’s law firm. 
Mr. EDGERTON is opposed to Mr. THOMPSON 
for two reasons—one general and one spe- 
cial. The general reason is that Mr. THOMP- 
sON is thoroughly qualified, by character, 
intelligence, experience, and hearty sym- 
pathy with the reform, for the place, and 
Mr. EDGERTON cannot, therefore, regard 
him as a representative Democrat such as 
he thinks that he himself was. . The speeial 
reason is that Mr. THOMPSON was origi- 
nally named for Commissioner by Mr. 
CLEVELAND, vice EDGERTON removed for 
incompetency and practical untrustworthi- 
ness. Of course there may be Democrats 
as well fitted for the place as Mr. THomP- 
5ON, but there are few whose appointment 
would command such universal confidence. 
As the commission at present has but one 
member, and is seriously hampered in its 
work, Mr. THompson’s appointment might 
with advantage be made prompily. 
























Given the tariff as it is, there is no doubt 
that the present classification of worsted 
goods permits the importation of large 
quantities of woolens in competitien with 
American goods which it was intended to 
protect by a higher duty than the one 
levied on worsteds. When the law was 
passed under which worsteds are. classed in 
this way there was a distinction between 
these goods and woolens based on the pecul- 
jar quality of the wool used.

The bill to create a State Commission in 
Lunacy, which has passed the Assembly, 1s 
now in the hands of the Senate Committee, 
and a hearing upon it is to be given this 
week. There ought to be no doubt of a 
favorable report or of the final passage of 
the bill. It simply provides fdr an adequate 
supervision of the care and treatment of 
the insane and of the management of the 
institutions in which they are cunfined. 
The commission. would consist of three 
members, one of whom would be a compe- 
tent physician and another a capable law- 
yer. After the investigation of the care 
and treatment of the insane in this State 
which was made in 1872 in consequence. 
of alleged abuses, the office of Commis- 


sionor in Lunacy was. created. At 
that time there were 5,000 insane 
persons in custody and only’ two 


State asylums with: about 600 inmates 
each. Now there are nearly 15,000 insane 
patients, eight State asylums, of which the 
largest has 2,000 inmates, and there are be- 
sides about 40 county asylums and 25 poor- 
houses in which insane persons are kept. 
The present supervision is wholly inade- 
quate and the proposed measure would 
make it complete and effective, This is 
needed, not only for the purpose of constant 
inquiry into the condition of the insane 
and the care and treatment which they are 
receiving, but as a means of communica- 
tion between this unfortunate classand the 
public for the prevention of. improper con- 
finement and other abuses. It would bea 
long step in the improvement of the whole 
system of State guardianship of the insane. 








The Saxton Ballot-Reform bill will come 
upin the Assembly to-day, and we shall 
see whether the Democrats will commit the 
unmitigated folly of voting solidly against 
it because Gov. HILL is opposed to putting 
an end to bribery, the assessment of candi- 
dates, and other election abuses. The best 
sentiment of the State, irrespective of 
party, has been outspoken in support of 
this measure, and in several other States 
the Democratic Party has done itself credit 
by supporting similar measures. That Gov. 
HILL is opposed to this and every other re- 
form ought not to be regarded by decent 
Democrats as areason for voting against it. 
Their action upon it will have no small 
effect upon the fortunes of the party in this 
State. 


It seems likely that a much larger force 
will be needed to keep the peace in Okla- 
homa now that itis opened for settlement 
than has been required to preserve it from 
settlement. The preparations for invasion 
are on a monstrous scale, and it is hardly 
possible that a majority, even, of the 
invaders are actual settlers, éven in inten- 
tion, while it is certain that a considerable 
propertion of them are adventurers and 
speculators who mean to acquire title to 
the largest possible amount of land in the 
shortest possible time. The advantage to 
these persons of a “‘ live man” with *® broad 
ideas” in the Land Office in. place of such 
narrow and literal functionaries as SPARKS 
and Lr BARNES and STOCKSLAGER is entire- 
ly obvious. It does not even need to be es- 
tablished by the vigorous eloquence of the 
Senatorial ‘‘ boomers” whose voices will be 
raised in behalf of a large and liberal con- 
struction of the land laws whenever the 
occasion may arise. 





The disaster to the Pensacola at the Nor- 
folk Navy Yard is rather hard luck, coming 
as it does after the heavy less at Samoa. It 
involves little more expense and delay, how- 
ever, than those of pumping her out and 
getting her into position for continuing the 
repairs. The delay is annoying, as it-was 
thought that the Pensacola could go to 
Samoa to take the place of the wrecked 
Trenton. She is a second-rate, like the 
Trenton, but having only 3,000 tons dis- 
placement, against the latter's 3,900. Her 
guns number 16, but they are not of as 
heavy calibre as could be desired. Another 
regrettable injury done by the Southern 
storm was to the new Simpson dry dock. 
However much the. Government hurries 
forward the building of new ships, guns, 
and docks, what with ordinary wear and 
extraordinary damage, the time must be 
‘still far distant when we shall be relatively 
as well off in these particulars as a quarter 
of a century ago. 








REFORM AND REACTION. 

The personality of Mr. CLEVELAND in the 
politics of this country seems likely to be- 
come more and more magnified to the view 
as the eventsin which he was the central 
figure recede into the past. He embodied 
for the time the reform tendency not only 
ef his party, but of the politics. of the 
country. It seems to be a question, now 
that he has retired from the stage of official 
and political activity, whether there is to 
be a reaction that will put an end for an 
indefinite time to the forward movement of 
politieal and administrative reform. It 
was reaction in his ewn party that threw 
him out of public life and threw 
that party into defeat. After it had 
won success through his character and 
record, and by virtue of what his personal- 
ity represented to the people of this coun- 
try, it failed te give him that hearty and 
united support which would have enabled 
him to meet all just expectations. There 
was a strong reactionary element constant- 
ly at work to bafiie and thwart him and to 
make his gigantic task more difficult. It 
could not defeat his renomination and it 
dared not try, but it made @ portion of. his 
party support half-hearted and indifferent, 
and it traded the wider interests of the par- 
ty for local advantages. 

Gov. Hixt of this State represonted’ the 
reactionary tendency of the Democratic 
Party last year as Gov. CLEVELAND had 
represented its progressive tendency four 
years before, Noman more con§picuously 
personifies the idea of party rule by “ma- 
chine methods,” by using the public service 





| te promote partisan and personal ends, and 








by appealing to selfish and corrupt motives 
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for political gain. By relying on the faith- 
ful support of the great’ body of the party 
voters and resorfing to all the devices of 
the unscrupulous demagogue to add to 
it; by enlisting the active efforts 
of all the reactionary elements in 
his behalf, and by using te the utmost 
the facilities offered for political trading 
and treachery, Gov. HiLu succeeded in 
securing his own re-election at the cost of 
the defeat of the Democratic President, He 
stands to-day oppesed to every reform 
measure and every reform effort intended 
to purify politics and elevate the public 
service. He is opposed to ballot reform and 
is sure to veto any effective measure for ac- 
complishing it. He is opposed to any im- 
provement in legislation regulating and 
restricting the traffic in intoxicating liquors 
and lessening its pernicious power in poli- 
tics, and is certain to veto any excise bill 
calculated to effect that purpose. He 
makes persistent use of the power to 
appoint to office or to control in any 
measure the expenditure of public money, 
as well asthe executive power over legis- 
lation, to strengthen his hold upon the 
party organization and to direct it te the 
accomplishment of his own purposes. Al- 
ready he is plotting and toiling to lead the 
Democratic Party ef the country back into 
all the evil ways and methods of the past, 
and to induce it to accept his leadership 
in the next national contest. He is the em- 
bodiment of reaction and of anti-reform, and 
appears to think that as such he will be ac- 
cepted as the truest representative of the 
present condition and tendency of his party. 
What seems still stranger, he appears to be- 
lieve that the path into which he would 
lead the party is the path to success. 

While the reactionary forces in the Dem- 
ocratic Party threw it into disaster last 
Fall, and while H111 is engaged in an effort 
te bring these to the front and give them 
control of its future action, it was never 
truer than at present that the real oppor- 
tunity of the Democratic Party lies in the 
policy ef reform. It has the advantage of 
an impregnable position on the leading 
economic questiens in our public life. The 
fact that the Republicans are again in 
power and are reverting unreservedly to the 
system of spoils, which is sure to breed dis- 
satisfaction with the public service and dis- 
sension in the party, gives the Democratic 
Party anew opportunity to win support 

by taking up with renewed vigor the cause 
of politital and administrative progress. It 
is a good while yet to the next national can- 
vass and much is to happen in the mean- 
time. Gov. Hii in alliance with Tam- 
many is, after all, only a local politician, 
who is not unlikely to destroy his own 
power and influence by bringing disaster 
upon his party in this State in the next 
three years. It is far from likely that he 
will be permitted to direct the course of the 
national Democracy and be intrusted with 
its fortunes three years hence. But the 
working of the reactionary elements and 
the effect to be produced by it will be 
interesting to watch. I¢ is possible that 
out of it may come in the end a new for- 
ward movement as the resultof reaction 
against Hillism. 





RATIONAL PROTECTION. 


Mr. F. W. TaussiGc publishes in the cur- 
rent number of the~ Quarterly. Journal of 
Economics a paper that we should very 
much like to see in the hands of every in- 
telligent voter, though it is not in any 
sense a political article. It is entitled 
‘*Some Aspects of the Tariff Question,” and 
without any reference whatever to the 
question whether protection when practica- 
ble for a given industry is advantageous to 
the whole ceuntry, he reviews the history 
of several protected industries, some of 
which have been and some have not been 
benefited by the protective tariff, while 
some branches of several of these indus- 
tries have been benefited and others have 
not been. Obviously a discussion of this 
sert, when carried on with the care and 
skill and candor that Mr. Taussic brings 
to it, is of the first importance to those who 
wish to treat the tariff question intelligent- 
ly. If we are to justify protection at 
all, it is a prime condition of action 
that the particular industry to be protected 
shall be of such a nature that when de- 
fended from foreign competition it can 
prosper. It ought also to be able, with fa- 
voring legislation, gradually to cheapen 
its products until the duty becomes 
inoperative and the home industry is 
capable of competing on equal terms 
with foreign industries without any 
sacrifice on the part of the consumer. In 
the same line. of reasoning it may be laid 
down as a cardinal principle for the guid- 
ance of all tariff revision that those indus- 
tries that have arrived at a stage where 
their products can be put upon the home 
market as cheap as or cheaper than the for- 
eign preducts can and ought to dispense 
with the duties. This principle would get 
rid of a great number of duties now im- 
posed, would greatly simplify the tariff 
laws, and would be a recognition of the 
fact that protection is a limited and ter- 
minable policy. ' 

It isthe custom among the protectionist 
politicians with whom protection has be- 
come a party device rather than an eco- 
nomic policy to denounce all criticism of 
the tariff as the work of theorists, but if 
there ever was a man entirely practical, 
reaching his conclusions by the broadest 
and at the same time the most detailed ex- 
amination of facts, it is Mr. TaussiG. 
has, beyond any writer on the subject with 
whom we are acquainted, a mind free from 
prejudice, and a calm impartiality of state- 
ment. The first industry examined by Mr. 
Taussig is that ef hemp and flax. 
These have been imported ever since 
the foundation of the Government, de- 
spite duties that have .been consider- 
ably and steadily advanced, and have 
not beer raised for spinning at all 
since colonial times.’ The reason is that 
the cultivation requires great labor, and 
with the preparation for manufacture, does 
not admit of the use of machinery. Prac- 
tically the same state of things exists as to

other hand there has been a distinct success 
in protection for those varieties of prod- 
uct in which machinery’ can be freely 
used, and the useof machinery has been 
steadily extended, Silk thread has always 
been made successfully in this country, and 
since the war the home industry has gradu- 
ally extended in ribbons, fringes, and trim- 
mings, in‘most varieties of dress goods, and 
in all except the heavier kinds and the 
figured goods, until the greater’ part and in 
some cases nearly the whole demand is 
supplied. In glass the home industry com- 
mands the market for the less costly kinds 
of window glass and for pressed glass; cut 
and.plate glass are still largely imported, 
though the duties are much higher than on 
the cheaper forms. Nearly the same condi- 
tions prevail in pottery, earthenware, and 
porcelain, and in pocketknives and fine 
cutlery. 

Here are a half a dozen important indus- 
tries. In all of them Mr. TaussiG traces 
the operation of the same principle, namely, 
that where American ingenuity in labor- 
saving processes can be fairly applied the 
industry has prospered to a point where} 
prices are kept approximately as low as 
abroad. In cases where this has as yet 
been impracticable the result has been the 
contrary. It will be seen that this state- 
ment does not. at all sustain thé modern 
theory of indiscriminate protection. It is 
directly contrary te the notion that pre- 
vails throughout the Senate Tariff bill, as it 
hasthroughout all protectionist legislation 
of late years—that the more difficult and 
costly a product is in this country the 
more it should be ‘‘ protected,” while it 
flatly contradicts and condemns such du- 
ties as those proposed on tin plates for 
the purposes of establishing an industry 
that has been shown to be intolerably ex- 
pensive to the consumer. There is also one 
consideration to be borne in mind to which 
Mr. TaussiG does not refer, and that is that 
his principle, rational as itis, is one that 
Cengress is entirely unfitted to carry out. 
It is, indeed, the principle ef the early pro- 
tectionists, of HAMILTON and CLay, and 
even Henry C. CarREY. It is the one that 
was professed in all early legislation. But 
the moment legislation was made for a spe- 
cial class the temptation to abuse it was 
awakened. That temptation has proved so 
strong that as the tariff stands to-day it is 
composed almost wholly of abuses. 





THE CENTENNIAL AND TRADE. 


The centennial celebration. in this city 
coincides very nearly in time with the sea- 
son at which country merchants make their 
Spring purchases. Most merchants of this 
class would be glad to combine business 
and pleasure.in New-York by witnessing 
the celebration and by afterward taking 
the opportunity to survey New-Yerk and to 
transact whatever affairs they may have 
with its merchants. Unfortunately the 
time allowed by the railroads for the use of 
the excursion tickets they have consented 
to issue for the centennial will not allow of 
this. The reduction of rates is to permit 
only a view of the celebration itself, and 
does not authorize a sojourn of the excur- 
sionists in the city for a day after the exer- 
cises have been completed. 

Against this the merchants of New-York, 
headed by many of the most respectable 
businegs firms, and represented by the 
Chamber of Commerce, whose right to rep- 
resent them will not be disputed by any- 
body, have entered a very proper remon- 
strance. It isthe fact that no great civic 
pageant can be organized in our day with- 
out the concurrence and aid of people whe 
expect to be benefited by it. The benefit 
the merchants of a city expect to derive 
from any national or international exercise 
in it, from a world’s fair downward, is a 
perfectly legitimate benefit. If they 
have promoted the success and pleas- 
ure of the occasion they are entitled 
to any profit that may incidentally 
accrue to themselves. When the Centen- 
nial Exhibitien was held at Philadelphia, 
it was, of course, very largely what was 
called at the time a “shop show.” Not 
only the exhibitors at the Centennial, but 
the trading community of Philadelphia in 
general, profited by it; We have yet to 
learn that the merchants of any other 
city complained of this or grumbled at the 
rates established by the railroads which 
for months together made Philadelphia the 
most cheaply accessible place on the con- 
tinent. On the contrary, the merchants of 
other cities, to whom in the ordinary course 
of events would have gone very much of 
the trade thus diverted to Philadelphia, 
very cheerfully acquiesced in the diversion 
asthe appropriate reward of the services 
rendered by the Philadelphia merchants 
toward a national commemoration and ‘an 
international exhibition. 

This fact-is worth recalling now, in view 
of the curious ground taken by the passen- 
ger committee of the associated railroads, 
thatthe merchants of ‘‘other trade cen- 
tres” might object if facilities were afforded 
te visitors to the New-York centennial to 
do business in New-York. It seems from 
this that the time of excursion tickets 
was possibly limited by the roads in order 
that nobody should be able to take advan- 
tage of them todo any trading in N: ew-York. 
If this action was instigated by the mer- 
chants ef other cities, we take leave to say 
that such an exercise of. influence was a 
very shabby performance. Rates have 
been reduced, for spetial occasions, to 
all the other ‘trade centres” in 
turn, whenever anything that attracted 
general attention was to take place in ene 
of them, without exciting any remonstrance 
or remark on the part of New-York. In 
some cities, as the remonstrants set forth to 
the Passenger Committee, there is evena 
custom of reducing fares for a considerable 
period every year for the express purpose of 
attracting business. Now, when the turn 
of New-York has come, her merchants are in- 
formed that the jealousy of these other 
cities might be excited if the same privi- 
Jeges that they have repeatedly enjoyed 
should for once, and for almost if not quite 
the first time within living memory, be ex- 
tended to the American metropolis. 

It isto be hoped that the railroads will 
see the justice and necessity of receding 
from the untenable ground they have taken. 
Citizens of New-York, no matter what their | 
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in seeing that they do so. The trade of the 
city is the life of the city, and the prosper- 
ity of the merchants is the presperity of 
New-York. More than this, it is upon the 
prompt ‘and liberal co-operation of the 
merchants that the centennial celebration 
will depend for its success. There is prob- 
ably no other city in the country concern- 
ing which the railroads would lay it down 
that its business must not be allowed to 
profit by an. event ef national interest to 
which the railroads themselves will be very 
largely indebted. It may be merely be- 
cause New-York is the biggest and richest 
ef American cities that the railroads feel 
emboldened to refuse it privileges they 
grant to all the ethers, assuming that 
there is'no local public spirit that will re- 
sent such a discrimination. In this they 
may find themselves mistaken. We are 
willing to believe, however, that their un- 
just and discriminating action was taken 
without consideration of all the questions 
involved, and ‘that when they consider 
‘these more carefully they will revise their 
action, and at least comply with the very 
moderate demand that excursion tickets 
shall not expire befere May 10. 
nee) 

It is amazing that Senator SHeRMaNn 
should be urging with. all the influence at 
his command the appointment of RrcHarD 
C. Parsons to be Controller of the Car- 
rency. Our Washington dispatches direct 
attention te some of the testimony that 
may be found in Congressional documents 
relating to the employment of this man 
PARSONS to procure the passage of a land- 
grant bill in the interest of one of the 
transcontinental railroad companies that 
beganr operations in Louisiana and Texas. 
The history of that transaction has 
been a: particularly malodorous scandal 
in Washington for years. There has 
been nething more repulsive in the 
record of land-grant legislation. If one 
could trace the bonds that were ‘“‘dis- 
tributed” for the promotion of the legisla- 
tion referred to, some very curious stories 
might come to light, and the particulars 
would be interesting even to certain men 
now prominentin public life. It is almost 
incredible that a man so familiar with the 
history of legislation since the war as Mr. 
SHERMAN is should appear in Washington 
as the earnest and persistent advocate of 
Parsons. By the way, what are the opin- 
ions of the Cincinnati Commercial-Gazetie 
as to Mr. SHERMAN’S course in this matter? 
That journal has recently spoken at length 
and with emphasis concerning Senator 
TELLER’S actien with respect to the “ Back- 
bone” land grant while he was at the head 
of the Interior Department. Is it ignorant 
of the early history of the ‘‘ Backbone” 
lands and of the fate of certain bonds once 
connected with those lands? Can it. be in- 
duced now to trace the history of the 
‘*Backbone” grant back to the beginning 
and te show whether any of the prominent 
personages in it are residents of Ohio? 








The decision of the Canadian Government 
to issue licenses fer the present fishing sea~- 
son, as for the last, and on the same terms, 
is in accordance with general expectations. 
In originally fixing a period of two years 
for this temporary arrangement the Domin- 
ion reseryed the right of terminating it 
sooner should there be reason for deing so. 
When the. fishery treaty was rejected in 
Congress some petulant talk was heard of 
not continuing the modus vivendi beyond 
last year, but since the very purpese of its: 
establishmént was tefurnish the means of 
going on in friendly intercourse until some 
conclusion should be reached upon the 
main question in controversy, it would 
have been absurd to end the arrangement 
now. Besides, a new Administration has 
come in, and untilits policy on the fishery 
question is developed it would be strange 
to alter the existing status. Whatever the 
drawbacks of the modus vivendi, it must be 
admitted that: under its workings last year 
a great improvement was effected. Only 
one or two arrests were made by Canadian 
authorities in place of the large numbers of 
the two years previous. It is true that few 
fishing vessels took ont licenses from the 
Dominion and Newfoundland, but it has 
always been insisted that only a few 
really need the privileges of buying bait 
and so on. It will be fortunate if this year 
passes as quietly with the fishermen as the 
last.

FOURTEENTH-STREET THEATRE. 

The growing desire on the part of the 
general pubilc to contribute to the dramatio lit- 
erature of this country will not hurt the stage, 
and may in time benefit it. The desire is fos- 
tered by the belief that large fortunes are ob- 
tained by makers of popular plays, and it very 
often possesses individuals who have not the 
slightest fitness for the dramatist’s calling, lack- 
ing imagination, teehnical knowledge, literary 
skill, and powers of observation. Mr. Charles 
Stow is one of these. He had a:perfect right to 


make a play and to hire atheatre and a com- 
pear of actors for the exhibition of his work. 
But he has no right to expeet his produetion 
to be taken seriousiy. There isa limit beyond 
which it: would be folly to pursue the exacting 
but often tiresome and rarely appreciated 
labor of dramatic criticism. 

Mr. Stow’s play is called ‘An Iron Creed.” It 
aims to picture the American Jew as he is, and 
incidentally to demonstrate his moral worth. 
The aim is honorable, but the result may make 
the American Jew squirm, if indeed he pays 

attention to the piece, which is not prob- 
able. The-house bill at the Fourteenth-Street 
Theatre last night bere the announcement that 
tho representations of “An Iron Creed” will be 
continued for only two weeks. The statement 
was also printed that the play is “strong, ele- 
vated, clean, and just.” 

The play is, in fact, wretched beyond eom- 
parison in plot, language, situation, and char- 
acterization. The wanker, who is one of the 
principal personages, bears tne name of Del- 
mont, which attests the alertness of the author’s 
tmind and his dusire to give to his werk “ eon- 
temporancous interest.” The fertility of his 
Imagination ana his geod taste is shown in 
some ef the labels of the ether rsonages, 
such as Jem Brazencraft, Brace Nighthawk, 
Fitz-Masher de Puttypate, and Boodlebang. 
There is not a glimmer of wit in the text, a 
touch of real sentiment or a glimpse of 
human nature in the whole play. The 
view .of existing social conditions the 
author had ih his mind—he cannot be sald to 
have transferred any intelligible idea to the 
actors—must have been simply horrible. The 
hero is a ruffian, gambler, burglar, and bully— 
who talks cheap fustian sentiment sometimes 
and utters coarse slang at others. The inol- 
dental efforts in the way of humor are distress- 
ing. With sueh a play the best ef actors could 
do nothing; and it would be cruel to comment 
be ser the work of the persons employed by Mr. 

It is not a pleasing task to have to write thus 
of the efforts of a fellow-being, but if Mr. Btow 
is a sensible man, as he is believed to be by his 
friends, he will accept the printed comments 
upon his play in the spirit in whieh they are 
written and return cheerfully to his eustomary 
vocation. It would be folly to speak cently of 
“An Iron Creed” or to weary the readers of 
newspapers by discussing the details of its silly 

lot or the manner ef its execution. It would 

6 6asy enough, on the ether hand, to make 
sport of the experiment, but the American 
Drama is, after all, a very grave affair.

BAD PRISON LEGISLATION 





EVIL RESULTS OF LAST SUM- 
MER’S HASTY WORK. 

THE CONVICT BURDEN ON THE TAXPAY- 
ERS OF THE STATE—LAST NIGHT'S 
PROCEEDINGS IN THE LEGISLATURE. 

ALBANY, April 8.—By the demagogic prison 

legislation of last Summer the State prisons 
will cost the taxpayers of the State $400,000 
this year, as there is already a deflolt of $192,- 
388 97 for the past six months, and to-day 
there are more cenvicts confined than ever be- 
fore, with the number increasing. This is not 
a pleasing prospect. The number of convicts 
now in the State prisons ig 3,737, «a 
very large increase, due to the fact 
that the County Judges, instead of send- 
ing prisoners to the penitentiaries 
when they can do n@® Work under the Yates 
bill, prefer to confine them in the prisons as a 
burden to the State. Within the past six 
mopths 37 convicts have been locked up in the 
Auburn Insane Asylum, an increase of 27 over 
the number for the same time last yoar, The 
prison authorities object to the Savery bill be- 
cause of the classificatien of convicts, a prop- 
osition that they claim will burden the State 
with debt and enrich the Sheriffs who will have 
the transportation of the convicts. It is esti- 
mated that the total gain a year to the Sheriffs 
will reach $200,000, of which $150,000 wiil fail 
to the Sheriff of the county of New-York, whieh 
supplies 2,200 of the 3,700 convicts. 

The Superintendent of State Prisons trans- 
mitted to the Senate, in response to a reso- 
lution, a detailed statement from each prisou 


of moneys received from the Controller, sarn- 
ings, &c., under both the State accouat plan and 
the plan provided by the Yates law, as follows:

Auburn Prison.—Moneys received under State 
account syatem, $1,714,233; deposits tocredit of 
State Treasurer, $1,793,139; excess of deposits 
over moneys received, $73,905. Under the Yatos 
law the moneys received were; $6,446; deposits, 
$1,780; deticienoy, $4,665.

OBITUARY NOTES. 
The Bev. Dr. Benjamin Hall Kennedy, Regius 
Professor of Greek at Cambridge, England, anda 
member of the University Council, died vesterday 


in the eighty-fifth year of hisage. Dr. Kennedy 
was born at Summer Gill, near Birmingham, Nov. 
6, 1804, eldest son of the Rev. Rann Kennedy, a 
popular clergyman of the Established Church and 
a leading educator. Dr, Kennedy entered St. John’s 
Coliége, Cambridge, where, after winning several 
scholarships, he was graduated B. A.;in 1827. He 
subsequently became assistant master at Harrow 
and head master at Shrewsbury School. In 1841 
he became prebendary of Litchfield and in 1865 
rector of West Felton. He became Régius Profess- 
or of Greek at Cambridge and Canon of Ely in i867 
and amember of the Council of that university in 
1870. ‘He was renowned as a Latin and Greek 
acholar, having published several elementary works 
in those languages besides translations of others. 

James Brown of Paignton, Devonshire, England, 
who was a conspicuous figure in Wali-street during 
the gold corner which resulted in Black Friday, 
died at the Murray Hill Hotel of pneumonia on 
Friday last. He was here endeavoring togform a 
we company to make improvements on a larg:

Mr. Brown was born in Edinburgh in 1813, and, 
after masteriog the details of banking in the Bank 
of Scotland and the North and South Wales Bank, 
came to America in 1859 and established the house 
ef James Brown & Co., in Exchange-place. He 
made a great deal of money during his stay, and re- 
tired from active business life in 1872, purchasing 
an estate in Devonshire. He leaves a son, a wealthy 
lumber merchant in Buffalo, this State, and two 
daughters. 

Andrew Luke, who died last week: at his residence, 
Cos Cob, Conn., at the age of 76, was for more than 
85 years prominentiy engaged in-the grain busi- 
ness in this city and wae a President of the old 
Board of Grain Measurera and a member of the 
Corn Exchange. He was the principai agent in ths 
movement to introduce floating elevators in the 
harbor. 

Mrs. Minna L. Thomas, wife of Theodore Thomas, 
the well-known wusical director, died at her resi- 
dence; 108 East Seventeenth-street, on Sunday last.

AN AMERICAN 70-FOOT YACHP WILL 
PROBABLY MEET THE VALKYRIE. 
Whether the yacht to be matched by the 
New-York Yacht Club against the Earl of Dun- 
raven’s yacht Valkyrie will be the famous Vol- 
unteer or @ boat in the Valkyrie’s own class will 
in all probability be decided at the special 
meeting of the New-York Yacht Club ‘to be held 
Thursday evening, when the committee ap- 
pointed by Commodore Gerry to con&ider the 
matter of the challenge for the America’s Cup 
and the suggestions accompanying it will maze 
its report. : 
When the news of the ehallenge was an- 
nounced the first thought was of the Voluuteer 
and her generous owner, Gen. Paine. On con- 
sideration of the ohallenge, however, many 
yachtsmen have changed their views, and now 
favor a seventy-footer to defend the eup. 
Already Mr. Edward Burgess has begun work 
on the designs for a seventy-foot yacht to out- 
sail the Valkyrie in anticipation of a sudden de- 
mand for such aone. Mr. William Gardner, the 
naval architect of this city, on whose designs 
are being bailt the forty-footer for Mr. C. W. Wet- 
more and the thirty-footer for Mr. William Whit- 
lock, is about to design a seventy-footer also, 
and has inquired of builders the quicket time in 
which such a yacht can be built He learns 
that three months would be the longest 
required, and that possibly a 
Yacht could be fitted out in ten weeks. 
Mr. Gardner has completed a thorough course 
in naval architecture, and his productions are 
egy | watched with great interest, especially 
the forty-footer, which possesses seversl new 
features in the way of construction and ar- 
Tangement. Itis his purpose to design a thor- 
oughiy American sloop, similar to the Katrina, 
to be made of steel if built, and comprising the 
advantageous characteristics of the Volunteer, 
as well as some new points he has in mind. 
Mr. Gardner does not fear the Valkyne as 
do. others, and feels confident that she 
can be beaten by a boat of her own 
size that can be constructed here in 
ample time for the match if she cannot be de- 
feated by one of the seventy-footera aiready built, 
He does not underrate the Valkyrie, but 
thinks she will possess some of the defects 
shown in the Thistle, although the latter’s su- 
rior in lateral plain. The Valkyrie'’s great 
raught will give her stability, he says, but on 
her dimensions as furnished him she will be 
unable to carry such a large sail pian as a yacht 
built like the Katrina. 
The argument in favor of the seventy-foot 
boat is a strong one. It is generally conceded 
that the result of a race between the Volunteer 
and the Valkyrie is a foregone conclusion. Al- 
most every yachtsman admits that he believes 
it would be a walkover for the Volunteer, and 
this fact detraets somewhat from the interest 
and excitement in the mateh. On the other 
hand, it is claimed that the interestin the trials 
and final races would be unbounded in case it is 
decided to meet the Valkyrie with a boat of her 
own class.

A LOOP AROUND PHILADELPHIA 
PHILADELPHIA, April 8.—For some time the 
Pennsylvania Railroad has been endeavoring to 
find some means to handle the great freight 
traffic received at the West Philadelphia yards 


without the delay which cannot be helped at 
present beeause of the lack of space and faoili- 
ties. 

One project is to build a cross-country road, 
available for freight which does not need to be 
brought into this city, and thus relieve the 
yards of a large amount of through trattic It 
has culminated in the survey of a loop road, 
which will leave the New-York division near 
Bristol and connect with the western main line 
near Downingtown. It will take some time be- 
fore the read tan. ‘be built and made 
ready ‘or use, and in the meantime 
the plan has beeg hit upon of removing the ex- 
tensive repair shops, which occupy so much 
valuable ground in the West Philadelphia yards, 
to a place at Girard Point and thus. largely 
increase the space available for handling 
freight. 

It will be a comparatively easy matter to 
effect the proposed change. Thecompany owns 
property at the point upon whieh to build the 
shops, which it is proposed to locate between 
Point Breeze Park and the river.

SOME TANGLED LITIGATION. 
CuicaGco, April 8.—In the suit of Jessup and

COAL RATES REDUCED. 
BETHLEHEM, Penn., April 8.—Coal freight 
agents of several anthracite-carrying roads met 
here te-day, and reduced the tolls on anthracite 
coal as follews: 

From the Wyoming region to Philadelphia, 10 
cents per ton on prepared sizes, and from 5 
cents to 20 cents on buckwheat culm. To New- 
York, 15 cents per ton on prepared, 5 eents on 
pea, and 20 cents on buckwheat. 

Frem the Lehigh region, 10 cents on pre- 
pared and 20 cents on buckwheat to Philadei- 
phia and New-York; 25 cents to Butfalo bridges, 
and corresponding reductions to Lake Ontario 
ports and New-York State points. 

To Chicago the rateis reduced 50 cents per 
ton. The reduction goes into effect April 15. 


A BIG FALLING. OFF. 
CHICAGO, April 8.—The statement of east- 
bound shipments of flour, grain, and provisions 
by the lines in the Central Traffic Association 
last week shows an aggregate of 19,856 tons, 
against 31,260 for the week previous, a de- 
crease ef 11,404 tons, and 36,113 for the cor- 
responding week last year, a decrease of 16,257 
tons. 
The falling off is largely due to the early 
epening of navigation and the diversion of 
rain trafiic to the water reutes. The Vander- 
ilt lines carried 39.8 per cent. of the business, 
the Pennsylvania lines 24.4 per cent, the 
Grand Trunk 29.8, and the Baltimore and Ohio 
6 per cent.

THE ADVENTURES OF THE BIG AMER- 


ICAN SHIP’ GOVERNOR GOODWIN. 
The big skysail-yard fAmerican ship 
Governor Goodwin has just made the run home 
to New-York from Hong-Kong in 129 days. 

She was swinging to the tide yesterday off 
Staten Island, with her best bower down to 45 


fathoms of chain, while below her hatches she 
held a five-hundred-theusand-dellar cargo. The 
big ship isjowned by M. F. Pickering & Co. of this 
city, though she hails from Boston. She is 
under the command of Capt. Pray of Ports- 
mouth, N. H. Her crew aumbers 22 men. 
Capt. Pray says that the United States man- 
of-war Brooklyn left Kotel, Japan;on the day 
he arrived there, and that she passed out under 
the Gvuodwin’s stern with h band on the 
quarter-deck playing “Home, Sweet Heme.” 
“The Brooklyn,” he says, ‘“‘ carried a broken 
shaft at that time, and was on her way to Hon- 
olulu.” He expressed great surprise to find on 
arriving in port that the Broeklyn had not yet 
reached the United States. 
Capt. Pray said that the American men-of- 
war Marion, Essex, and Palos were in Kobi dur- 
ing his stay there. He says he had to shift his 
anchorage ground there because of the harbor 
regulations, just as he was compelled todo on 
gs in New-York. The Marion gave him 
Seip. 
On her way out to China the Governor Good- 
win encountered the same typhoon in the In- 
dian Ocean that caught the United States cor- 
vette Juniata. The Goodwin, says the Captain, 
rode the typhoon out like a duck and never lost 
aspar. Itis known, however, that this same 
typhoon e¢ame very near making short work of 
the Juniata, but contented itaelf with battering 
the man-of-war in a terrible fashion. 
The Governor Goodwin is one ef the most 
handsome veasels flying American colors, and 
as she lay in the harbor yesterday, with her 
tall, tapering spars gently raked aft, and her 
long, low hull gracefully set on the water, there 
was something in her make-up denoting great 
speed and the very embodiment of a smart 
ship. Notwithstanding the great value of the 
carze—$500,000—its weight was so little that, 
in order to give the ship proper trim, some 600 
tons of ballast had to be put inte her,

ANOTHER AITEHEMPT TO GRAB 
BATIHEY PARK. 

THE LATEST SCHEME OF THE ELEVATED 
RAILROAD COMPANY TO CAPTURE 
PUBLIC PROPERTY FOR ITS USES. 

In no way diseoncerted or discouraged by 
its failure to secure a slice of Battery Park 
for desired improvements in its terminal faoili- 
ties in 1887, the Manhattan Elevated Railway 
Company is hard atitagain. It makes no dif- 
ference to the company that the law prohibits 
any suck invasion of the public domain. : 

Upon. its petition Mayor Hewitt, in March, 
1887, appointed a commission, under the pro- 
visions of the law of 1875, to lay ont a new 
route, or routes, of rapid-transit. The cempa- 
BY Was represented by its regular counsél be- 
fore the commiasion. He prevailed ppon the 
commission to include in its report a provision 
for an extension of the road by two additional 
tracks paralleling the present tracks through 
Battery Park and fora four-traek loop at the 
saatern end of the park, taking in a tract front- 
img the Siaten Island ferries and the United 
States Bargo Office, and larger than acity block. 

Corporation Counsel Lacombe pointed out 
that this was contrary to the express provision 
of the law under which it was appointed, and 
the commission accordingly revised its report, 
leaving out the provision for the loop. lts re- 
port in other respeets, providing for the exten- 
sion of the elevated railroad system to the fer- 
ries along West and South streets, has never 
been availed of. Tne commission required that 
the company,to be called the “Connecting 
Elevated Railway Company,” should pay 5 per 
cent. of its annual cross receipts into the City 
Treasury for the privilege of building the road. 
As no other company than the Metropolitan. 
oould make the designated road profitabie, and 
a8 that company is averse to paying anything 
at all for property or privileges acquired from 
the public, the rvuad has never been built and 
the commission’s labors have gone fer naught. 

When Mayor Grant’s Rapid Transit bill came 
Defore the Assembly Committee on Railroads 
the elevated railroad’s attorneys were ready 
with an amendment, providing that the Park 
Department might issue to them a revosable 
permit to construct the loop and double track 
extension in Battery Park. This amendment 
was vigorously opposed by Corporation Coun- 
sel Beekman for the city, and when the com- 
mittee made its report it was without the Gould 
amendment. 

Now the company has resorted to an attempt 
to awing public opinion in its favor. It resorts 
to misrepresentation and falsehood to over- 
ceme the popular antipathy to its invasion of 
the parks. In an advertisement published in 
one of yesterday’s papers it tries to convey the 
impression that the portion of Battery Park it 
wants to takeis buta small and insignificant 
part, while the published figures are thoroughly 
misleading. The advertisement says: 

“The loop would about inclose an irregular, near- 
ly reund grass pint, im which is located a small orna- 
mentai frame building belonging to the park. Itis 
not @ very thrifty piece of the park at any rate, and 
the damage done to it by the shadow of the tracks 
would not detract seriously from the general ap- 
pearance ofthe places. No trees, except some stunt- 
ed young ones would be interfered with by this part 
of the loop.” 

This beats anything seen or published in 
many aday. The elevated railroad now occu- 
pies a portion of Battery Park by sufferance of 
the municipal authorities under a revovable 
permit from the Park Department. That the 
part sought to be taken is ** not a very thrifty 
Piece of the park at any rate,” and the trees aro 
** stunted,” is due entire:y to the presence of 
the elevated railroad in the neighboghood. The 
Toad acts like a pestilence anda perpetual 
drought upon all vegetation anywhere near it. 
Under the tracks and for several feet on either 
side fhe grass .has been killed, the shrubbery 
has been ruined, and the trees have been stunt- 
ed. Sach of them as have survived the showers 
of cinders and ashes are of a sickly, rusty, un- 
natural color, and seem struggling against over- 
whelming odds. 

‘he deadly influence of the read extends sev- 
eral feet from the tracks, and the preservation 
of the park requires the unremitting attention 
olf several gardeners. But even their efforts do 
not avail to keep the park in the neighborhood 
of the. tracks in condition for use by the people. 
If any one brushes the ashes and #00t from a 
park bench and sits down upon it, the first pass- 
ing engine will drive him away with a deluge ef 
hot cinders, ashes, and soot. 

It 18 impessible for vegetation to thrive under 
sueh eircumstances, and it is certain that the in- 
jary already inflicted upon the park would be 
more than trebledif the extension-desired by 
the elevated railroad company were permitted. 
Then the reason—that “‘it is not a very thrifty 
piece of the park at any rate”’—would avail for 
taking the rest of the park and making it a rail- 
read switch yard, with Castle Garden for a 
lecomotive roundhouse and the music stand 
for a coaling station. 

The section of the park that would be taken 
for the desired extension weuld be a strip about 
15 feet wide clear acruss the park from Green- 
wich-street to South Ferry, besides, the lvop, 
which would inclose a space about 260 feet 
wide by over 320 feet long, or largerin area than 
any block between Third and Lexington ave- 
nues. The modesty of the request for a ‘“ revo- 
euble license” is only apparent. The elevated 
railroad company, having got its head into the 
park under one “ revoeable license,” now seeks 
to getits shoulders in under anether. There 
has been ne disposition shown to revoke its 
present license, and thatis security enough to 
the railroad company that if once it can gain 
possession it will Dever be evicted.

HE TALKS TO THE MAYOR IN FAVOR 
OF GIVING GOULD BATTERY PARK. 

Alderman Carlin is an orator who orates 
on every possible occasion. He made a speech 
before Mayor Grant yesterday and was sur- 
prised at the effect it produced. His oration was 
im favor of permitting Jay Gould to put an ele- 
vated railroad “‘loop” in Battery Park. He had 
accompanied a committee of west end property 
owners to the Mayor's office. Mr. Kilian Van 


Rensselaer, the Chairman of the commitiee, 
told the Mayor that the association was in favor 
of his Kapid Transit bill. Then Alderman Car- 
lin made his little oratien, and Mayor Grant 
responded: 

** The elevated roads have privileges enough. 
They cap have no more with my consent. They 
must not be permitted tv further intrude on 

ublic land, and above all they must be kept 
from encroaching on the Battery Park. The 
people who resort to the park for air in the 
Summer must be protected in their rights. Pes- 
asibly many of them are not as rich as the peo- 
ple who can visit the up-town parks, but there 
is no good reason why their pleasure ground 
should be lessened in size and grease and cin- 
ders dropped upen them. ‘the public parks are 
fer the use of the people, not of corporations. 
It the Manhattan Railway Company wants a 
Joop itshonld buy land to build it on. They 
oan have land condemned for’ their purpose if 
they need it.” 

Alderman Carlin went into the background 
while the west end property ewners told the 
Mayor they would be pleased if he would urge 
the Legislature to pass the bills for the pur- 
chase of new school sites and regulating the 
storage and use of blasting powder and other 
explosives in this city. Afterward Alderman 
Cariin said he thought he would to-day intro- 
duce into the Board of Aldermen a resolution in 
favor of permitting the Manhattan Railway 
Company to build a third track and to make a 
**leop” in the Battery Park.

NEW BIDS FOR UNIFORMS. 


A LIVELY SESSION OF THE TRUSTEES 
OF THE BIG BRIDGE. 

The report of the Committee on Uniforms 
ocoupied the attention of the Brooklyn Bridge 
trustees yesterday, and although the meeting 
was brief, it-abeundedin rémarks that were far 
from soothing to Trastees Higgins and Barnes, 
the members ef that committee. 

First the committee reported in favor of 
changing the pay of policemen to 3414 eents an 
hour, enabling eaeh man working eight hours a 
day and allowing him a vacation of two weeksen 
pay to. make $1,000 10 per year. The present 
pay 18 $1,050. To make up the difference, the 
committee proposed that uniferms be furnished. 
The men have to buy their own now. Mayor 
Grant thought the present system better ana 
opposed the report. Only Controller Myers and 


Isidor Wormser voted with him, against nine 
trustees who veted the other way. 

Tnen Gen. Barnes remarked that he had neg- 
leeted«to say in the regular report that the 
eommittee had ordered uniforms, It was de- 
sirable that the men should appear in new dress 
for the centenary, and, having solicited samples 
and bids from three large eglothing houses, the 
committee authorized President Howell to make 
@ contract with one of these houses. He had 
done sv, the men had been measured, and the 
work was in progress. It would cost about 


$2,500. ‘ 

* Were the bids advertised for?” asked Mayor 
Grant. 

"There was no time,” Gen. Barnes replied. 
“We want the uniforms for the centenary.” 

“Of course there was no time,” echoed Charles 
8. Higgins, the other member of the committee. 

« Then I don’t see the use of this board,” said 
Mayor Grant. “ Here, at a recent meeting, we 

assed a resolution that bids must be solicited 

y advertisement for all bridge supplies. If a 
committee can overrule the beard there is no 
use in our coming here.” 

** 80 I say,” added Centroller Myers. “That 
resolution, moreover, was offered by Mr. Hig- 
gins, who made a great fuss over a few paltry 
dollars and insisted on this form of prevention. 
He is the first man to break his own rule.” 

“ Mr, Higgins kept me away from very im- 

ertant duties that day for several hours,” said 
Dever Grant, “to make this fuss ever a bill for 
about $1 25.” 

“It was a principle that I. urged,” pleaded 
Mr. Higgins, * which might have involved hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollara—no paltry sum.” 

‘“‘What was the amount of that stationer’s 
bill, Mr. Secretary ?” asked the Mayor. 

“ One dollar and thirty-seven eents.” 

Controller Myers moved that bids be solivited 
by. advertisement for uniforms. Moses May 
did mot see how that could be done, the con- 
tract having been already placed. Mr. Higgins 
declared that he offered no excuses. If the 
committee did wrong it was with landable 
intention, and he weuild gladly bear his share of 
the expense. Gen. Barnes was good-natured. 
The eommittee were so anxious, he said, te 
make sure of the uniforms for the centenary 
that they forgot all about the resolution. Now 
they were willing to take the consequences and 
pay for the new uniforms. They would be 
grateful if the board reimbursed them, but 
otherwise they would not complain. 

**We want no presents from any committee,” 
Controller Myers replied. *‘A few people have 
been runving this briage. It is time it was 
stopped.” 

Mr. Anderson moved that the trustees meet 
next Monday toopen bids. President Howell 
suggested that the committee be Bins power 
to open bids and make the award. Mayor Grant 
said thatthe trustees could delegate no such 
power. It was finally deeided to receive bids 
next. Monday.

TO TEST A SOHOOL’S SANITARY STATE. 

The Committee on Buildings ef the Board 
of Education indulged yesterday in an attempt 
to investigate the conditionsof the annex of 
Distriet School Ne. 54, One Hundred and Fifth- 
street, near Tenth-avenue, where it has been 
declared that Miss Rebecca Gibbs, a teacher, 
contracted the fever from which she died. Dr. 
G. B. Read, the physician who attended Miss 
Gibbs and sentacertificate of death to the 
Health Beard declaring that she died from 
pcm emeng se fever, testified to the facts as 
they were published in THE TIMES a little more 
than a fortnight ago. 

The janitor of the school building said that 
he had heard ef no complaints trom either 
students er teachers; Mr. Gaddis, the principal, 
declared that his teachert begged te ze to the 
annex, and Superintendent of Schoo! Bulidings 
Debevoise told ef the report of the Board of 
Health, which was regarded as a vindication 
by the committee. 

Mr. Debeveise announced that the trustees 
of the ward in which the school is situated had 
made an applicvtion to rent the same building 
for three years more. Thus the children attend- 
ing the annex will have an opportunity to prove 
practically whether Miss Gibbs contracted 
typho-malaria there er in some other place.

* Young William Krulisch went on the wit- 
ness stand in Judge Gildersleseve’s court yes- 
terday to-.defend himself against the charge of 
having killed Guenther Wechsung, clerk for 
Druggist Otto Doepfner. 

The preseoution practically finished putting 
in evidence about 1 o’clock. Lawyer Purdy 
moved that the jury be directed te acquit, argu- 
ing that the people had failed to make out a 
case. Judge Gildersleeve said that he believed 
the case should go to the jury and denied the 
maotion. 

AtZo’elook Krulisch began his testimeny. 
He seemed a little nervous, but hetold his story 
in a way that left ne ragged edges. 

*““Weoheung was always my friend, my best 
friend,” he said. ‘‘ l arrived at the store on the 
morning of March 7 at 6:58. The first thing I 
did was to look at the clock. Mr. Wechsung let 


me in and then'went back inte the rearroom. I 
told him thet I was going for Dr. gy er’s 
Tolls. It was about. 7:05 at abet time. - ent 
to Loster’s bakery, between. Fifty- 

Fifty-third streets. They were ali sold out. It 
took me about ten minutes to ge for the rolls 
and return. Emma Baldwin was the girl whem 
I asked for the rolls. 

‘* When I went back to the store Dr. Doepfner 
‘was getting a sponge out of the basket to bathe 
Wechsung’s head with. I then saw the clerk 
on the floer in the rear room. I was sent 
for Dr. Maguire, and I left word with his 
coachman for him io hurry. I was sent back 
after him again.” : 

Kruliseh further detailed the oceurrences be- 
tween that time and the time of his arrest. He was 
taken before Inspector Byrnes, and the latter 
promised he would make it all right if he would 
tell what he knew about the case, 

“I told him,” said the boy, “that I would be 
willing te tell him everything about it if I knew. 
anything.”

During the morping Dr. Doepfner was re- 
called, but added nothing. that was material to 
his testimony. Detective Titus’s testimony was 
mainly eorroborative of that of Detectives 
Price and Cuff. On the rebuttal William Aber- 
lig, a boy, testified that he had met Krulisch in 
Fifty-seventh-street, west of Second-avenue, at 
7:10 on the morning of the murder. One other 
witness will be called to-day and then the argu- 
ments will be made, The case may be decided 
by to-night,

DISINHERITED RELATIVES BEGIN A CON- 
TEST OF HIS WILL. 

Papers in an interesting will contest have 
been filed in the Surrogate’s office. Thomas J. 
Monroe, who died at 206 East One Hundred 
and {'wenty-fourth-street on Jan. 15, was orig- 
inally named Jacobs, and under that name he 
traveled almost all over the globe. Some few 
years ago he decided that he preferred to be 
known by anether name, and so, by order of the

Fer 20 years previous he had been known aa 
@ person of the most eccentric habits, ‘living 
alone in his house in One Hundred and Twenty- 
tourth-street, excluding every one save an old 
servant, and guarding himself frem relatives 
and strangers, it is claimed, by a double fence 
about bis house and walls, of great thickness, to 
exclude the noise of the more or lesa soeiable 
world without. Thus he became known as 
“The Harlem Hermit,” and at the rare inter- 
vals when he aid appear in the streets, he was 
bs te ges with all sorts of sentiments by the 
scheol children of the neighborhood. He was 
ill for some time before he died, but he would 
have none of his relatives admitted to him, re- 
ceiving his only attendance from his old servant 
and George G. Grennell, who, the contestants of 
the estate say, Was an entire stranger tv the 
hermit a year before his death. Wnen Monree 
died he left his entire property, real and per- 
sonal, to Mr. Grennell,and made him the execu- 
tor of hie estate, 

The surviving relatives of Monroe are Will- 
fam H, Jacebs, bis brother; Anna Maria Mon- 
roe; Charlies Monroe and Jeannette Brush, 
children of J. J. Monroe, the testator’s brother, 
and Susan Monroe Page, an infant nieee, They 
at onee objected to the will and employed ex- 
Judge Flammer and the firm of Booraem, Ham- 
ilton & beckett to contest the possession of the 
estate by Mr. Grennell. The latter retainea 
Erastus k, Brown. ‘There fs knewn to be real 
estate valued at $100,000, and it is believed:

‘DESERTING M ALLISTER. 








THERE IS TALK OF DEPOSING HIM 
FROM HIS SOCIAL DICTATORSHIP. . 

Ward McAllister’s venture into the ranks 
of the great public te take a hand in the man- 
agement of the centennial ball is likely to be 
attended with disastrous results to him as a 
social leader. When Mr. McAllister aweke to 
the fact that hé was not the entire committee— 
merely a member of it—it astonished him. To 
have his dictates questioned in social affairs 
Was a new, novel, and rather unpleasant expe- 
rience. That the world should continue to 
move after his deposition from absolute dicta- 
torship was @ surprise indeed. But the world 
does move, and the motion doesn’t suit Ward 
MeAllister. 

The trouble is that the deposition from 
leadership in centennial affaires isn’t all that is 
liable to be the outeeme of the sudden and 
atartling discovery that the social world can 
wag without the assistance of Mr. McAllister. 
This latter fact has struck the society leaders, 
or. those who would be such, with peculiar 
force. At the clubs it has created as much of a 
sensation as did the recent cable bulletin to the 
effect that the Prince of Wales had appeared in 
public without gloves. It has ledto more ani- 
mated discussion in the Union and Knicker- 
vocker Clubs than has any subject since the 
announcement that trousers were to be one and 
one-half inches narrower im the vicinity of the 
kness than they were last season. The matter. 
was started at the Union lub, when a member, 
whois alsoa Patriareh, is said after an hour’s 
deep thought, to have created almost a panic by 
the inquiry: 

“Tsay there, wenld it be possible to givea 
Patriarchs’ ball and have it managed by a com- 
ieee instead of by Ward MeAllister, doneher 

now ?’ 

The question alone seemed like the starting 
of a social rebellion. A revolution it would be 
ut least. The news that the question had been 
usked spread to the Brunswick and thence to 
the Kniekerbooker with cycienic speed, and be- 
fore the members of the Unien had fairly recov- 
ered {rom ite effects it was the only question of 
any Moment discassed or even thougnt of.

CALLENDER INSULATING AND WATER- 
PROOFING COMPANY FAILS. 

The Callender Insulating and Water- 
proofing Company of 18 Cortlandt-street and 
East Nowark; 'N. J., has beeome financislly em- 
Darrassed and’ has suspended operations. The 
company was incorporated in 1883 with an 
authorized capital of $800,000, William M. Cal- 
lender being President and George M. Callender 
Secretary. Among the ohief promoters when 
the company was started were William H. 
Gnuion and Charles G. Franucklyn. The factory 
of the company is located at East Newark, N. 
J., and is claimed to have cost, with land and 
machinery, $135,000. 

To get capital fer the company debenture 
bonds to the ameunt of $400,600 were issued, 
which, it is said, were placed in England, realiz- 
ing $200,000 cash and $200,000 in patent 
rights. On Sept. 1, 1888, firat mortgage bonds 
te the amount of $100,000 were issued, secured 
by a mortgage: on the factery property, the 
mortgage béing held by the Fidelity Trust Com- 
pany of Newark. It 1s said that about $25,000 
of the bonds were disposed of, the others being 
retained: in the treasury. The last detailed 
atatement made by the company to Bradstreet’s 
of its condition July 31, 1888, claimed assets of 
$227,598, exelusivé of the patents, which were 
valued at $200,000; liabilities, $92,588. The 
company never had any rating at Bradstreet’s, 
and its credit in the trade was reported poor 
from the start. The trade in this line is cut up 
80 mach that priees are very low, hardly pay- 
ing, it is said, the cost of manufacture,

wae held yesterday at the Astor House. * Those 
present deslined to give any information for 

ublication, but it is understood that Mr. Cal-

tween Sixth and Lexington avenues, and yes- 
terday the Department of Public Works began 
cutting down the poles in accordance with the 
order of Mayor Grant, issued at the request of 
the Board of Electrical Control. All the cor- 
ductors in use in this street between the two 
avenues named are now buried in the subways. 

All the poles have been removed from Sixth- 

avenue, between Fifty-eighth and Forty- 

seventh streets, and as soon as Judge Wallace 
renders his decision in the Western Unien in- 


junction case, if itisin favor of the board and 
dissolves the injunction, the order will be issued, 
so Commissioner Hess says, to remove the 
poles and wires in Broadway, from Fourteenth 
to Fifty-eighth street. “In two weeks from 
now, if the decision supports us, as we expect 
that it will,” said the Commissioner, ‘there 
will not be @ pole standing in this section of 
Broadway. The cables for the telegraph and 
telephone companies are already in the sub- 
ways, and nothing stands in the way of the re- 
moval of the poles ana serial wires but the in- 
junction secured by the Western Union.” 

“Can the Western Union appeal the case to 
the United States Supreme Coart if the decision 
eae Wallace is against it?” the reporter 
asked. - 

“It can appeal its case in equity, but it can- 
not carry the injunetion with it. If that is once 
dissolved by Judge Wallace we will go to work 
at once and take down the poles, whether the 
case is appealed or not.” 

Commissioners Gibbens and Hess went to Al- 
bany last night, to be present to-day at the 
hearing on the bill before the Legislature which 
proposes the abolition of the Board of Electrical 
Control and the. transferring of its duties to 
the Sinking Fund Commissioners,

SHRSBY VENGEANCE. 
Sanaa bbetviscaei 
SPEAKER HUDSPETH AND SENATOR ED- 
WARDS PUNISHED BY A BOARD. 

The Board of Finance of Jersey City yes- 
terday inaulged in vengeanee on Senator Ed- 
wards and Speaker Hudspeth for the part they 
took in. forcing the proposed city charter 
through the Legislature. This charter will be 
voted on to-day. If it is adopted, the present 
board is certain to ge out of office, 

Corporation Counsel John A. Blair was noti- 
fled by the board that his resignation would be 
acceptable. He took the hint and resigned. Cor- 
poration Attorney Hudspeth was net so wise, 
or else he thought that because he is a Demo- 
orat.and Blair a Republican the action of the 
board weuld not be the same in his case, there 
being three Democrats—Messers. Hardenbergh, 
Warren, and Edelstein—and two Republicans— 
Mesers. Doty and: Jordan—on the board. Im- 
mediately after the resignation of Mr. Biair 
was received, President Edelstein received a 
telegram calling him away. ‘Lhis left two Dem- 
ocrats and two Republicans to divide the 


spoils. 

Senator Edwards has long been a candidate 
for the office of Corporation Counsel. The 
board appointed ex-Senator William H. Brink- 
erhoff to that offiee, and to suceeea Speaker 
Hudspeth as Corporation Attorney it elected 
ex-Juage Roderick B. Seymour. This leaves 
the political standing of the law officers as be- 
fore, each party having one plaee, bus if the 
Veteran act is not abolished, the new ap- 
Dointees are in office for life. Such is the 
vengeance of the Board of Finance on Senator 
Edwards and Speaker Hudspeth. 

The board also adopted a resolution to ever- 
ride the Mayor’s veto of the seheme to bond the 
city to cover the sinking fund indebtedness and 
to pay $578,000 back taxes te the county. 





ERHARDT CALLS ON MAGONE. 
Col, Erhardt made a social call yesterday 
upon Colleetor Magone, and they conversed 
pleasantly for half an hour. During the con- 


yersation Col. Erhardt intimated that he was in 
no hurry tu occupy his new position, and Mr, 
Magone said that it would net inconvenience 
him if his- successor was to take eharge ef the 
office about the end. of the week. Mr. Magone 
suggested that he had possibly during the past 
few years learned a few points about the office 
which might prove valuable to a new-comer, 
and said that if Col. Erhardt woulda eall upon 
him Thursday afternoon and remain in consul- 
tation with him for from twe te three hours the 
result would probably be mutually advanta- 
geous, Col. Erhardt accepted thejfinvitation, 
and the outlook is that he will’take charge of 
the office Saturday morning.
